(UPI) — Hundreds  of  trucks

Y Hospital  Offers 
Blue  Cross  Info 


It’s  over  with,  finally!  Monday  evening  the  ASBYU  Sen- 
ate unanimously  adopted  the  controversial  federal  aid  reso- 
lution, with  no  loyalty  oath  rider.  But  the  final  product  was 
significantly  changed  from  the  original  proposal.  In  effect,  the 
final  draft  applauded  the  Church  loan  program,  but  said  little 
about  the  Church’s  stand  on  the  federal  aid  concept. 

BIGGEST  FIGHT  WAS  over  the  four  reasons  announced  by 
the  board  for  refusing  to  participate  in  the  federal  program. 
Briefly,  they  were  (1)  federal  loans  are  in  reality  forced  loans 
from  some  citizens  to  others,  because  the  government  has  no 
money  of  its  own  to  loan;  (2)  Church  realizes  that  federal  aid 
to  education  will  ultimately  lead  to  federal  control  of  educa- 
tion; (3)  the  liberal  terms  of  NDEA  program  would  encourage 
students  to  go  into  debt  more  than  they  would  actually  need 
to  finish  their  education;  (4)  cost  of  providing  funds  for  edu- 
cation should  be  furnished  by  families,  assisted  to  the  extent 
necessary  by  the  Church  and  existing  financial  institutions. 

The  fourth  reason  was  allowed  to  remain  in  the  Senate  reso- 
lution. Senator  Shirley  Nissen  called  the  first  three  “ridiculous.” 
If  we  send  this  to  the  NSA  and  to  congressmen  with  these  state- 
ments, they  will  “laugh  us  out  of  the  country,-”  she  added.  (To 
this  writer’s  knowledge.  Secretary  Benson  is  not  being  “laughed 
out  of  the  country,”  and  he  is  preaching  these  conservative 
principles.) 

SENATOR  NISSEN  SAID  she  believed  that  in  the  past  few 
days  the  board  had  changed  its  stand  on  federal  aid.  Objection 
was  also  raised  to  use  of  the  word  “Church,”  in  the  second 
reason.  (In  releasing  the  statement  last  summer,  the  Board  of 
Trustees  used  the  word  “Church.”) 

John  Bingham,  president  of  the  sophomore  class,  said  a 
token  opinion  poll  had  been  taken  among  sophomores.  The 
overwhelming  majority  had  no  opinion  on  the  federal  aid  issue, 
but  a small  minority  favored  federal  aid,  he  said.  He  admitted 
this  poll  was  probably  not  representative  of  the  entire  student- 
body. 

It  was  Senator  Bingham  who.  made  the  motion  to  strike 
out  the  first  three  reasons.  He  said  this  compromise  was  the 
only  way  to  get  the  matter  passed. 

Well,  at  least  we  know  how  the  Senate  feels  about  federal 

aid.
